SUPPOSE YOUR child finds a rith ­ 
metic harder than any other subject. 
The younger he Ls the more you will 
be able to help him, though it shouiu 
never be too late to render whole­ 
some aid, if you are calm and sym­ 
pathetic. 
In this subject I am tremendously 
interested, for I devoted a number of 
years to research in the Held of learn­ 
ing and teaching of arithmetic, hav­ 
ing published numerous investigations 
and texts thereon. But so far as 1 am 
able to discover nobody really knows 
a great deal about the matter. Some 
have, however, hit upon a few prin­ 
ciples and devices which seem to be 
successful. There are now available 
practical and inexpesive self-helps in 
the form of printed cards, books, and 
pamphlets designed to aid the child 
to help himself find his own diffi- 
culties, attack them 
rather 
effec­ 
tively, reduce the error habit, and 
tram him.self in habits of preci.sion. 
Many book stores and department 
stores now 
make 
such 
materials 
available, 
and 
your 
librarian 
or 
school principal could give .voii the 
names of some publishers 
of 
this 
kind of mateiials. 
Some parents are .so skillful and 
clever as to miprovi.se excrcLses with 
their children which prove more ef­ 
fective. no doubt, than any printed 
matter. 
• 
- 
• 
For the parent who tries to help 
hi.s child that has 
difficulty 
with 
arithmetic, there are some common 
.sense principles worth 
considering. 
First, keep wholly calm and sympa­ 
thetic. The moment you 
find 
your 
breathing growing a little catchy or 
irregular through annoyance at the 
child’s errors or 
difficulties, 
walk 
away from him. You are not fit then 
to be in his presence. 
Avoid 
the 
very appeaHince of evil, of being a 
nuisance to him. 
Find out whether the child knows 
the simple number facts like 8 plus 
9 equals 17, 13 minus 6 equals 7, 8 
limes 4 equals 32. 36 divided by 9 
equals 4, No m atter m what grade 
he is working he cannot succeed in 
number work involving any of these 
factors unless he knows them ac­ 
curately and without doubt, or needs 
not to pause to count or calculate. 
If, for instance, it is tho addition or 


subtraction facts he needs, but does 
not know, find out what the combi­ 
nations are he must learn. Only a 
hundred of each of them, including 
the zeros. Don’t have 
him 
attacK 
both groups m an evening. 
m 
* 
m 
Bu* he may be in the fifth grade! 
Very well; don’t get excited. Don’t 
condemn him for not knowing them. 
Make him feel it is 
no 
disgrace. 
Calmly lead him to see that he needs 
to know them before he can go on 
comfortably and succeed. Prove to 
him th at you arc going to help make 
liim happier concerning 
his 
arith ­ 
metic. 
Suppose you discover that he knows 
such facts as 7 plus 2 equals 9, or 4 
plus 3 equals 7. but always pau.ses 
several moments before answering to 
8 plus 6 equals, or to 7 plus 9 equals. 
Quietly ask him to tell you how he 
found the answer to the latter two. 
Ninety-nine chances to a hundred 
you will discover that he counts them 
out in his mind Poor child! All the.se 
years he has been wasting his time 
worrying over this simple little diffi­ 
culty which easily can be corrected. 
Cut out of lieavy paptw or light 
I cardboard sections about four by six 
i inches. Use each for a number lact 
' not known by the child. Write,

and never to guess at

answer. 
He will want to hurry and to guess.

It he tells you he mu.st hurry at 
school just a.ssure him that when he 
works for you he can feel as if he 
has a million years, provided he will 
work with care.
